DIVISION IV3

LAND ACQUISITION AND INVENTORY4

Sec. 44. LAND ACQUISITION AND INVENTORY.5

1. By December 1, 2018, the department of natural resources6

shall submit a report to the general assembly including all7

financial assistance provided to private entities for the8

acquisition of land and an inventory of all land managed or9

owned on behalf of the state by the department.10

2. The portion of the report regarding financial assistance11

to private entities for land acquisition shall include the12

name of the private entities, a description of the assistance13

provided, the price of the tract, the date the assistance14

was provided, the date of full loan repayment or cessation15

of the linked deposit account, and the total amount of16

outstanding loans and linked deposits associated with such land17

acquisitions. This portion of the report shall also include18

information regarding the land purchase including the location19

and description of the land, a description of the conservation20

benefits of the purchase, the name of the seller, the price21

paid, and the size of the tract. If the land was later22

acquired by a governmental entity, the report shall include the23

name of the governmental entity, the date of the subsequent24

acquisition, the price paid, and the source of the funds.25

3. The portion of the report regarding the land inventory26

shall include a list of all properties owned by the state whose27

purchase or donation was facilitated by the department and a28

list of properties which are managed by the department, but29

not owned by the state. For each owned tract of land, the30

inventory shall include the location of the tract, the date31

of acquisition or first management agreement, the name of the32

seller or donor of the tract, the price paid for state-owned33

land and the source of the funds; the owner of the tract if not34

owned by the state, the size of the tract, the present use of35
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the tract including whether the property is open to the public,1

and the identification of the government entity charged with2

managing the tract. The inventory shall also identify the3

location and size of all tracts which were conveyed to cities4

or counties within the past twenty years after termination of5

state ownership.6

4. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2018, the7

environmental protection commission shall not authorize a8

contract or approve costs related to the purchase of land9

which obligates moneys from the water pollution control works10

revolving loan fund for financial assistance to acquire new11

land under the general nonpoint source program set-aside.12
